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THE LOCAL EXPENDITURE REPORT 


As a result of the conclusions reached by the Public 
Health Committee, the following letter has been sent 
to the Ministry of Health. 


British Medical Association House, 
SIR, December 22nd, 1932. 


The Public Health Committee of the British Medical 
Association, having carefully considered the Report of the 
Committee on Local Expenditure (England and Wales), 
hereinafter referred to as the Ray Committee, submits 
for the consideration of the Minister of Health the foliow- 
ing observations on certain arguments and conclusions 
contained therein. 

At the outset the Public Health Committee of the 
Association desires to make it clear that it recognizes the 
need for economy in national and local expenditure. It 
appears to the Committee that no substantial economies 
can be made without abolition or marked curtailment of 
the public health services, and, while the Committee is 
of opinion that such curtailment is contrary to the public 
interest, it desires the Minister to recognize that this con- 
stitutes the only means for securing large economies. 
The only economies possible, without detriment to public 
interest, are those which can be effected by careful 
administrative action within the services and by the 
avoidance of further legislation involving extensive addi- 
tions to local government public health functions. 


Education 

The Ray Committee has touched upon the well-known 
variation in the cost of medical inspection, and has made 
special reference to the extent and cost of tonsil and 
adenoid operations. The Public Health Committee, recog- 
nizing these differences of cost, offers its co-operation in 
an investigation into this matter, and suggests that the 
appropriate machinery is a departmental committee com- 
posed of persons competent to undertake an inquiry of 
this nature. The Public Health Committee believes that 
such an inquiry should include an investigation of the 
relationship of the school medical service to other public 
health services and to private practice. Co-ordination of 
the various services within the sphere of public health, 
and the proper relationship between public and private 
practice, are, m the view of the Committee, essential 
conditions of a satisfactory and economical medical service 
to the nation. 

The Ray Committee suggests an investigation into the 
recovery of the cost of treatment and meals with a view 
to increasing the amount recovered. The Public Health 


Committee is not opposed to public savings by the 
requirement of such contributions towards the cost as 
recipients of certain benefits can properly be expected to 
pay. The corollary of this is that no one should be 
received by a hospital, institution, or clinic (unless perhaps 
for purely advisory or educational purposes) who is able 
to obtain proper attention from private practice. It 
may be maintained that in a proper scheme full cost can 
never be recovered, because the persons who are in a 
position to pay in full for such benefits should not 
be there. 

The Public Health Committee strongly protests against 
the suggested restriction of medical research and special 
investigation by medical officers in the school medical 
services. The suggestion that prior permission should 
be obtained from the Board is contrary to the very spirit 
of research. This type of investigation, usually involving 
research in the minor variations from the norm of health, 
is one of great importance to the health of the nation, 
and one which, in effect, costs practically nothing. The 
fact that, in the Appendix of the Chief Medical Officer’s 
Annual Report, the same subjects constantly recur, is no 
argument for the central control of such research. 


Public Health 

The Public Health Committee takes strong objection 
to certain suggestions in this part of the Report which 
are reactionary in character and which would amount to 
the stoppage of certain services or marked reduction in 
their extent or quality. Further, it doubts the effect 
of these suggestions in producing the required economy. 

In the view of the Committee the proposal to stop 
developments in the services for mental defectives, and 
to withdraw protection from many of those receiving 
them, is based on a misconception of the functions of 
these services. It cannot agree that ‘‘ there is no 
evidence that more than a negligible number of mentally 
deficient persons are improved in condition by treat- 
ment ’’ in properly managed institutions or centres. While 
the Committee agrees that no more expensive way of 
dealing with defectives should be adopted when a less 
expensive method will suffice, it submits that to neglect 
ascertainment, supervision, and guardianship, and the 
simple training in occupation centres, where necessary, 
is to effect a minor economy at the moment and to pile 
up further expenditure in various disastrous ways within 
a very few years. The suggestion that medical diagnosis, 
ascertainment, and certification should depend on avail- 
able accommodation, in other words, that in the case 
of children of school age these should be effected honestly 
and efficiently only in those areas where schools have 
is one 


been completely reorganized on the Hadow plan, 
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The observations of the Ray Committee on tuber- 
culosis appear to the Public Health Committee to be 
outside its terms of reference and to exhibit an obvious 
lack of the fundamental knowledge of the problems in- 
volved. The Committee challenges the findings of the 
Report in this section, believing them to be ill founded 
and fnwise. 

The suggestion that the annual report of the medical 
officer of health should be restricted to an account of 
the work of his department and eliminate the expres- 
sion of his views is based on a complete misconception 
of the functions of that officer as adviser to his council 
on matters affecting the public health. The views of the 
medical officer of health as expressed in his annual report 
are of considerable interest and value to individual 
members of the local authority, and presumably to the 
Ministry, since the report is constructed on a plan pre- 
pared by the Ministry of Health for the advice of the 
medical officer of health, and is prepared in compliance 
with Article 14 (3) of the Sanitary Officers Order, 1926. 


Public Assistance 
The suggestion contained in the Report that appropria- 
tion of Poor Law infirmaries as public health institutions, 
though desirable in principle, should not be unduly 
pressed at present, is one with which the Public Health 
Committee is unable to concur. It is realized that the 
machinery of appropriation and declaration created by

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the Local Government Act, 1929, is at present receiyj 

tardy recognition by many local authorities on th 
grounds of expense. Any proposal to encourage the 
further slowing up of the work of transference of public 
medical services from the administration of the Poor 
Law to that of the appropriate Public Health Acts is 
reactionary in nature and contrary to public interest and 
to the objects of the Local Government Act, 1929, 


General Organization and Financial Administration 
The suggestion of the Ray Committee that the numbers 
and salaries of public health medical officers and staff 
should be drastically reduced would inevitably lower the 
character of recruits to the service and bring back the 
deplorable state of affairs which the Ministry of Health 
experienced a few years ago. The memorandum of Te- 
commendations on salaries of whole-time public health 
medical officers, embodying the scale agreed upon by the 
various local authorities and the British Medical Associa. 
tion, which came into operation in 1930, represents, in the 
view of the Public Health Committee of the Association 
the minimum of remuneration which will secure the 
entrance of satisfactory recruits into this important 
service.

The B.M.A. and the Medical Curriculum 

The growing dissatisfaction with the medical curriculum 
has found its echo in the columns of the British Medical 
Journal during the past twelve months. The flood of 
correspondence that followed the publication of ‘‘ The 
student in irons’’ by Dr. C. M. Wilson on March 12th 
showed there was no lack of interest in this subject among 
those engaged in active medical practice. In his presi- 
dential address to the Metropolitan Counties Branch in 
June of this year Mr. H. S. Souttar expressed an opinion 
which is probably widely shared when he said: ‘‘I am 
convinced that we are on the eve of a revolution in the 
curriculum required from the medical student.’’ The 
British Medical Association was not slow in acting in a 
matter in which it has always been concerned, Shortly 
after the last Council meeting an emergency committee met 
to consider what contribution the Association could make 
to this problem of medical education. The matter is still 
under discussion, and active steps are being taken in 
order that proposals may be made to the next Council 
meeting. Conferences in Edinburgh in the early part of 
this year, the debate at Cambridge in October, and the 
conference recently called by the University of London, 
all show that the wind is blowing very strongly in the 
direction of reform. The important part which should be 
played by the practitioner in considering the reorganiza- 
tion of medical education was indicated in the title of a 
leading article in the Journal of December 3rd—‘ The 
G.P. and the curriculum.”’ 


A Seasonable Card 

By the time our present issue is in the hands of mem- 
bers in this country they will have received from head- 
quarters an attractive Christmas card. The front page 
is a coloured reproduction in miniature of the stained 
glass memorial window which was unveiled in Worcester 
Cathedral last July by the President, Lord Dawson of 
Penn, during the centenary celebrations.

are reminded that Sir Charles Hastings, commemorated 
by this beautiful window, was not only the founder of 
the British Medical Association, but to him and his 
fellow workers we owe the great medical charities of 
to-day. The Royal Medical Benevolent Fund was insti- 
tuted in 1836, at the fourth meeting of the Association, 
‘to relieve medical men and their families under severe 
and urgent distress, accident, or other calamity.’’ Every 
medical man or woman who receives this Christmas card 
is urged to contribute to the charities of our profession, 
whose needs are even greater now than in the early days 
of professional organization. That self-help can be turned 
to the advantage of others is shown by the record of the 
Medical Insurance Agency. The Agency was founded in 
1907 to give expert advice to medical men on matters 
relating to the assurance of their lives, or the insurance 
of their property, but it has fulfilled another function, 
The commission payable by the insurance companies is 
divided, one part being returned to the doctor effecting 
the insurance, the other part being devoted to the 
organized medical charities. In this way a direct saving 
to medical men and women of £50,000 has been effected, 
and more than £30,000 handed over for benevolent pur- 
poses within the profession. The address of the Medical 
Insurance Agency is c.o. the British Medical Association, 
either at Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, or 7, Drums- 
heugh Gardens, Edinburgh.

SIR CHARLES HASTINGS CLINICAL PRIZE 

fhe Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists 
of a certificate and a money award of fifty guineas, is 
again open for competition in respect of 1933. The 
following are the regulations governing the award: 

1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observa- 
tion, research, and record in general practice ; it includes 
a rnoney award of the value of fifty guineas. 

9, Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 

3. The work submitted must include personal observations 
and experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, 
and a high order of excellence will be required. If no essay 
entered is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 

4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work 
to take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later than December 
gist, 1932, and the prize will be awarded at the Annual 
General Meeting of the Association to be held in July, 1933. 

5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
ress or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and 
a contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any 
subsequent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 

6. Ii any question arises in reference to the eligibility of 
the candidate, or the admissibility of his or her essay, the 
decision of the Council on any such point shall be final. 

7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be 
distinguished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a 
sealed envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing 
the candidate’s name and address. 

8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded 
may, on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested 
to prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the 
British Medical Journal, or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association. 

9. Inquiries relative to the prize should be addressed to the 
Medical Secretary. 


PRIZES FOR CLINICAL PAPERS BY STUDENTS 
AND NEWLY QUALIFIED PRACTITIONERS 


The Council of the British Medical Association has 
decided to offer prizes for short clinical papers by fourth 
and subsequent year medical students and newly qualified 
practitioners, under the heading ‘‘ Describe three cases 
of medical interest which have been under your care and, 
for each case, discuss differential diagnosis, aetiology, 
methods of prevention (where available), treatment, and 
prognosis.’’ For this purpose the medical schools of the 
British Empire have been grouped by the Council as 
fotlows :

For each group a prize consisting of a certificate signed 
by the President of the Association, together with a cheque 
for £10, will be available. Each clinical paper, which must 
not exceed 3,500 words (equivalent to about 24 pages 
of the British Medical Journal), will be adjudicated 
upon by examiners appointed by the Council from among 
members of the Association not resident in the area of the 
group in question. If in the case of any group no clinical 
paper received is considered by the examiners to be 
deserving of a prize, no prize will be awarded in that 
group. Each paper must be plainly written or typed on 
foolscap (one side only), and reach the Medical Secretary, 
British Medical Association House, Tavistock Square, 
London, W.C.1, not later than April 15th, 1933. Each 
paper must be signed by a pseudonym only, and be 
accompanied by a signed statement that it has been the 
bona fide work of the competitor, and in what capacity 
he or she comes within the definition (as above) of those 
eligible to compete, together with particulars of his or her 
full name, pseudonym, address, medical school, and (if 
on Medical Register) month and year in which the exam- 
ination qualifying for registration was passed. 


MIDDLEMORE PRIZE, 1933 
The Middlemore Prize consists of a cheque for £50 and 
an illuminated certificate, and was founded in 1880 by 
the late Richard Middlemore, F.R.C.S., of Birmingham, 
to be awarded for the best essay or work on any subject 
which the Council of the British Medical Association may 
from time to time select in any department of ophthalmic 
medicine or surgery. The Council of the British Medical 
Association is prepared to consider an award of the prize 
in the year 1933 to the author of the best essay on the 
following subject, ‘‘ The treatment of glaucoma.’’ Essays 
submitted in competition must reach the Medical Secre- 
tary, British Medical Association, B.M.A. House, Tavis- 
tock Square, W.C.1, on or before December 3lst, 1932. 
Each essay must be signed with a motto and accompanied 
by a sealed envelope marked on the outside with the 
motto and containing the name and address of the author. 
In the event of no essay being of sufficient merit the prize 
will not be awarded in 1933.
